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PREPAREDNESS 


Preparedness  now  fills  the  air. 
The  sixty-fourth  Congress  just  en- 
tered into  session.  President  Wil- 
son read  his  message  which  urged 
an  army  of  over  one-half  million 
and  recommended  the  putting  of 
our  navy  upon  a  final  footing  of 
strength  and  efficiency.  To  some 
people  preparedness  is  an  issue  of 
vital  importance,  while  others  at- 
tribute this  question  to  a  mere  polit- 
ical slogan  not  worthy  of  considera- 
tion, and  very  resolutely  argue  the 
need  of  preparedness.  Our  so-called 
pacifists  contend  that  preparedness 
is  a  war  stimulant ;  preparedness 
would  reduce  us  to  the  level  of  Ger- 
man junkerism ;  to  increase  our 
army  and  navy  is  to  undermine  the 
very  essence  of  democracy,  and 
therefore  undesirable.  Sufficient 
military  strength  to  stem  a  possible 
attack  is  to  them  a  perversion  of  the 
finest  American  traditions  and  im- 
pairing our  national  morale.  Our  so- 
called  peace  lovers  and  peace  seek- 
ers very  ably  eulogize  the  horrid 
consequences  of  war  and  dolefully 
grieve  over  the  wide  devastation, 
wholesale  plunder  and  merciless 
murder  that  inevitably  comes  with 
such  a  crisis. 


We  sorrowfully  share  in  our 
friend's  lamentations.  Whether 
war  be  a  natural  state  of  society 
and  peace  an  unnatural  one,  as 
Bernhardi  puts  it,  we  cannot  help 
but  shed  tears  and  sympathize  with 
those  nations  whose  lot  it  is  to  ex- 
perience such  a  catastrophe.  War 
is  horrible.  But  unpreparedness 
does  not  necessarily  insure  peace. 
We  as  well  as  any  other  nation  are 
exposed  to  the  dangers  of  attack 
and  invasion.  Our  place  in  the  af- 
fairs of  the  world  and  relation  with 
other  nations  are  such  that  may 
sometimes  be  strained  to  an  unde- 
sirable extent,  and  where  would  we, 
with  all  our  ideals,  traditions  and 
peace-loving  pacifists,  be?  May  we 
not  sometimes  be  exposed  to  the 
invasion  of  nations  whose  territorial 
aspirations  dictate  the  raising  of  the 
sword  ?  We  must  cope  with  the 
natural  law  of  the  "Survival  of  the 
Fittest"  that  ploughs  its  way 
through  nations  as  well  as  individu- 
al life.  What  guarantee  have  we 
that  Japanese  aspirations  will  not 
molest  us?  Are  we  immune  to  vic- 
torious Germany's  aggression  ? 

Our  radicals  and  pacifists  claim 
such  a  fear  an  absurdity.     But  a 
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careful  scrutiny  into  conditions 
may  teach  the  contrary.  The  en- 
tire world,  save,  perhaps,  for  a  lim- 
ited few,  regarded  a  general  Euro- 
pean war  as  an  absurdity,  one  day 
prior  to  the  declaration  of  hostili- 
ties. A  European  war  was  pos- 
sible, and  an  American  invasion  is 
far  from  being  absurd,  especially 
now  when  "might  is  right"  is  still 
dominant. 

"We  have  but  one  guarantee  for 
safety,  and  that  is  preparedness. 
Berlin  and  Vienna  are  saved 
through  preparedness,  while  the 
Entente  powers  pay  dearly  and  feel 
the  sting  of  unpreparedness.  Pre- 
paredness is  not  necessarily  a  war 
stimulant.  Had  France  at  the  time 
of  the  outbreak  of  this  war  been 
at  the  full  capacity  of  her  military 
strength ;  had  Russia  finished  her 
new  military  program,  and  had 
England  maintained  an  army 
worthy  of  consideration,  we  doubt 
whether  the  central  powers  would 
have  ventured  an  attack.  In  fact, 
this  inevitable  war  was  hastened 
through  the  unpreparedness  of  the 
allies. 

We  do  not  believe  that  a  decided 
increase  in  our  military  strength 
would  undermine  democracy.  It 
remains  to  be  proved  that  German 
democracy  is  inferior  to  ours.  Pure 
food  under  the  control  of  the  gov- 
ernment, old  age  pensions,  working- 


man's  insurance  against  sivkness. 
and  unemployment,  universal  sani- 
tation and  government  -  owned 
houses  for  workingmen  are  some  of 
Germany's  institutions.  The  won- 
derful thoroughness  and  systematic 
organization  of  industry  do  not 
place  the  government  and  people 
into  the  hands  of  capital,  but  vice 
versa.  Can  we  not  learn  a  lesson 
from  the  Germans  in  democracy, 
even  if  they  are  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  junkerism?  France  main- 
tains conscripted  soldiery,  yet  her 
democracy  was  not  impaired  ;  then 
why  should  ours?  Our  so-called 
pacifists  seem  to  be  denuded  of 
logical  reasoning  in  such  a  conten- 
tion. 

We  can  easily  understand  and 
feel  the  predicament  our  anti-mili- 
tarists are  placed  in.  It  is  heart- 
rending that  our  mightv  republic, 
after  maintaining  a  small,  insignifi- 
cant and  comparatively  cheap  army 
and  navy  for  one  hundred  and 
thirty-odd  years  should  grapple 
such  an  enormously  expensive  and 
vast  project  for  no  other  purpose 
than  the  raising  of  the  sword.  But 
preparedness  to  us  in  this  epoch 
means  the  continuation  of  peace  and 
liberty  and  the  defense  of  our  vast 
resources  from  possible  foreign  and 
selfish  aspirations.

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THE  NINETEEN  FIFTEEN  TEAM 

By  Coach  James  Work,  '13 


The  football  season  of  1915  was 
unquestionably  the  most  successful 
Farm  School  has  ever  had.  Play- 
ing the  hardest  schedule  of  games 
ever  attempted  by  a  Farm  School 
team,  and  winning  six  of  a  schedule 
of  eight  games  is  a  record  we  may 
well  be  proud  of. 

Although  the  team  lacked  such 
consistently  brilliant  players  as  we 
have  seen  perform  for  the  school  in 
the  past,  the  team,  as  a  whole,  was 
better  balanced  and  had  the  best 
line  from  tackle  to  tackle,  I  have 
ever  seen  play  for  Farm  School.  1 
refer  to  the  regular  line  used  after 
the  Ursinus  game. 

The  ends,  although  good,  were 
lacking  in  the  consistently  stellar 
performances  shown  in  the  previous 
two  years  by  Farm  School  ends, 
even  though  Stamen  was  a  1914 
regular. 

The  backfield  was  a  source  of 
deep  concern  and  trouble  all  season. 
In  one  game  only,  the  P.  M.  C. 
game,  did  Farm  School  show  any 
signs  of  real  class  behind  the  line. 
The  combination  playing  in  that 
game — K  a  u  f  m  a  n,  Koshowsky, 
Wagner  and  Feldman — was  greatly 
superior  to  any  used  the  whole  sea- 
son. But  in  the  P.  I.  D.  game  these 
same  four  men,  due  to  overconfi- 
dence  in  their  ability  to  walk 
through  anything,  failed  miserably 
in  their  attack. 

Weld  together  this  heavy  and 
clever  line,  the  fair  ends  and  the 
green,  light,  but  fast,  backfield  ;  con- 
sider that  every  man  of  the  eleven 


was  absolutely  fearless  and  had 
great  physical  endurance ;  bear  in 
mind,  also,  that  they  knew  the 
game,  followed  the  ball  closely 
(fumbles  of  either  side  were  inva- 
riably recovered  by  Farm  School ) 
and  that  these  eleven  men  could 
make  and  take  the  breaks  of  the 
game,  and  we  see  why  the  1915 
team  had  the  edge  on  any  team 
ever  turned  out,  despite  the  lack  of 
a  Weigle,  Semel,  Nusbaum  or 
Blume. 

Captain  Kaufman  played  quar- 
terback. This  year  was  his  second 
on  the  team.  Light,  plenty  of  pep, 
instilling  great  spirit  in  giving  his 
signals,  but  using  only  mediocre 
judgment  till  the  last  few  games; 
line  qualities  of  leadership,  fast  on 
his  feet,  a  perfect  handler  of  punts, 
a  dependable  tackier,  equally  bril- 
liant at  running  ends  and  picking 
holes  in  the  line,  but  handicapped 
by  injuries  till  the  last  two  games, 
in  which  he  was  fully  50  per  cent 
of  the  team,  and  you  have  Kauf- 
man. Kaufman,  playing  half,  with 
nothing  on  his  mind  but  advancing 
the  ball  and  probably  bearing  for- 
wards, would  be  the  greatest  half 
Farm  School  ever  had.  A  lack  of 
the  best  possible  generalship  is  all 
that  keeps  him  from  being  pro- 
claimed the  real  All-Farm  School 
quarter.  He  is  positively  a  wizard 
in  running  the  ball,  and  many  an 
audience  gasped  at  his  speed. 

Wagner,  captain  -  elect  of  the 
1916  team,  played  fullback.  His 
tendency  to  fumble  and  poor  de- 
fensive  work   put    him   among  the 
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subs  for  the  first  few  games ;  but  he 
stuck  to  it,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
season  was  not  only  good,  but  bril- 
liant in  his  position  at  full,  and  his 
defensive  work  at  P.  I.  D.,  when 
the  team  was  practically  routed, 
was  worth  while.  The  fastest  man 
on  the  team,  heavy,  plenty  of  nerve, 
but  very  high  strung,  with  an  over- 
anxiety  to  get  the  ball,  get  started 
and  make  good — this  sizes  up  Wag- 
ner. His  nervousness  decreased  de- 
cidedly by  the  middle  of  the  sea- 
son; after  that  he  played  a  great 
game.  We  hope  to  see  him  make 
as  good  a  captain  next  year  as  he 
did  player  this  year. 

Feldman,  left  half,  played  a 
good  game  all  season.  He  was 
light,  fast,  brilliant  at  picking  holes  ; 
in  fact,  the  most  consistently  bril- 
liant man  in  the  backfield  at  run- 
ning the  ball  all  season,  but  lacking 
the  ruggedness,  on  both  the  offen- 
sive and  defensive,  which  is  the 
necessary  make-up  of  a  star  back. 
He  could  handle  both  forwards  and 
punts  well,  and  did  much  to  make 
the  backfield  show  some  semblance 
of  unity,  as  in  over  half  the  games 
he  was  the  only  back  to  hold  his 
position  and  play  a  dependable 
game.  Had  Feldman,  with  his 
speed,  knowledge  of  the  game  and 
aptitude  at  picking  holes,  had  the 
ruggedness  of  Harkavy  or  Morenis, 
he  would  have  been  a  wonderful 
player. 

Stamen,  right  end,  played  a 
hard,  fast  game,  although  he  did 
not  come  up  to  the  promises  that 
his  greal  playing  last  year  flung 
forth.  Particularly  in  the  <  >ctober 
games  did  he  pla\  off  form.  Prob- 
ably his  fine  playing  last  war  led 
us  to  expect  too  much  of  him;  for 
this  year,  although  he  played  .1  in.od 
game,   tackling   well   and    handling 


forwards  well,  still,  we  could  not 
but  believe  he  had  the  goods  in  him 
to  show  us  something  better  than 
he  did.  I'll  take  it  this  way — for  a 
good  end,  say,  a  Ursinus  or  Will  • 
iamson  man,  he  did  fine;  but  from 
Stamen,  of  Farm  School,  the 
Stamen  of  the  1914  team,  better 
things  were  looked  for.  He  was  a 
star,  but  not  as  big  a  star  as  he 
should  have  been,  even  though  no 
other  man  on  the  squad  could  in 
any  way  approach  the  manner  in 
which  he  held  down  end. 

Morenis,  right  tackle,  due,  no 
doubt,  to  the  lack  of  harmony  be- 
tween himself  and  his  position,  was 
another  who  did  not  show  us  his 
best.  There  was  no  reason  why 
Morenis  should  not  have  been  the 
star  of  that  star  line  if  he  had  set- 
tled himself  to  his  position  and  not 
had  his  mind  on  something  which, 
in  his  estimation,  was  higher  than 
tackle.  In  several  games  lie  played 
right  half,  but  was  later  shifted 
back  to  the  line.  At  tackle  he  was 
brilliant  and  fast,  and  made  a  good 
running  mate  to  Harkavy. 

Citron,  guard,  was  a  heavy, 
nervy  and  strong  player,  and  made 
great  improvements  over  his  play- 
ing of  last  year,  but  still  lacked  a 
little  pep.  He  and  Hantchrow  made 
two  very  formidable  linemen,  about 
the  biggest  pair  of  linemen  that 
ever  fought  for  Farm  School. 

Kesselman,  at  center,  light,  bul 
fast  and  brainy,  did  very  good 
work  all  season.  He  passed  well. 
stood  the  gaff  on  the  offensive  and 
on  the  defensive  tackled  all  ovei 
the  field.  This  was  his  first  yeai 
on  the  team,  but  he  played  like  a 
veteran,  always  keeping  his  nerve, 
even  in  the  mosl  trying  situations 

(  )xen  11  vndler,  guard,  played  as 
good  a  game  as  any  guard  ever  rep 
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resenting  Farm  School.  Strong 
and  fast,  he  could  open  holes  or 
tackle  equally  well.  He  kicked  off 
well,  and  was  excellent  at  kicking 
goals  after  touchdowns.  I  don't 
believe  any  team  ever  found  Oxen- 
handler  yielding  an  inch. 

Harkavy,  left  tackle,  was  a  vet- 
eran from  last  year,  and  showed  it. 
He  played  a  fast,  brilliant  game, 
often  tackling  for  losses.  His  work 
was  fine  to  look  upon.  Although 
light,  he  overcame  that  obstacle  by 
his  quick  start  and  sure  tackling. 
He  and  Morenis,  at  their  best,  are 
a  great  pair  of  tacklers. 

Wilensky,  left  end,  was  "green" 
at  the  position,  but  played  a  good 
game.  He  followed  the  ball  well 
and  handled  forwards  nicely,  but 
was  not  a  sure  tackier.  With  this 
year's  experience,  he  should  be  a 
star  in  1916. 

Kochowsky,  right  half,  a  big 
man,  chuck  full  of  nerve,  but  lack- 
ing in  the  finish  of  an  experienced 
back,  showed  that  he  had  the  mak- 
ings of  a  great  half  in  him.  Partic- 
ularly does  he  show  up  in  the  inter- 
ference. He  is  a  good  punter,  and 
next  year  will  be  a  great  half. 

Segal,  halfback,  is  a  chunky, 
fast,  nervy  man,  good  at  shooting 
through  the  line  like  a  cannon  ball. 
He  was  green  this  year,  but  watch 
him  in  1916!

his  weight  by  his  great  nerve  and 
sureness  at  tackling.  He  could  also 
handle  forwards  well,  and  had  that 
great  quality  respected  by  all,  name- 
ly— stick-to-it-iveness. 

Smith,  tackle,  although  heavy 
and  rugged,  was  too  new  at  the 
game  to  show  his  full  worth.  This 
year's  experience  will  show  on  him 
in  1916. 

Goldberg,  tackle,  showed  that  he 
will  be  a  second  Harkavy  or  Mo- 
renis. 

Levintow,  guard,  a  heavy,  strong 
man,  played  for  all  that  was  in 
him,  but  lacked  the  experience 
and  pep  to  win  a  regular  position. 

With  Kaufman,  Wagner,  Koch- 
owsky, Segal,  Wilensky,  Smith  and 
Goldberg  remaining  after  gradua- 
tion, we  have  seven  good  men  about 
whom  to  build  our  team  next  year. 
With  this  year's  backfield  practical- 
ly intact,  our  regular  left  end  and 
excellent  material  for  our  other 
end,  not  to  forget  two  good  veteran 
linemen,  Farm  School  should  in 
1916  turn  out  that  team  we've  all 
been  looking  for — that  team  which 
shall  win  all  games  in  a  blaze  of 
glory.  The  graduating  members  of 
this  year's  team  will  long  cherish 
the  thought  that  they  were  a  part 
of  the  wonderful  1915  team,  the 
team  which  won  six  out  of  eight 
hard  games  and  who  had  its  goal 
line  crossed  but  three  times. 

Doc  W. :  "What !  lost  your  way 
in  Doylestown?  You'd  have  made 
a  fine  team  for  Stanley  in  his  Afri- 
can explorations." 

Sherman :  "It's  easy  out  there. 
All  you've  got  to  do  is  find  some 
people  and  ask  them  the  way." 
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We  just  completed  our  1915  foot- 
hall  season.  Our  pigskin  will  now 
rest  in  peace  for  a  year.  Nothing 
remains  for  us  to  do  in  the  line  01 
foothall  but  to  turn  to  a  few  pages 
of  Gleaners  of  previous  years. 
After  perusing  those  pages  we  find 
that  Farm  School  had  a  gridiron 
but  no  fdOtball  teams  worthy  of 
onsideration  until  1913.  Previous 
to  1913  Farm  School  was  always 
a  victim  and  prey  for  its  opponents. 
The  besl  we  did  was  either  lose 
lour  games  out  of  four  or  tie  two 


games  and  consider  the  latter  a 
success.  Since  1913  our  team  won 
seventeen  games  out  of  twenty- 
three.  None  were  lost  by  more 
than  one  touchdown.  Twice  we 
were  shut-out.  In  fifteen  out  of 
our  seventeen  won  our  opponents 
were  scoreless.  We  call  this  a  re- 
markable achievement  and  highly 
successful. 

This  achievement  cannot  be 
traced  to  better  individual  players, 
as  Farm  School  at  present  cannot 
boast  of  the  stars  it  bad  years  ago 
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Our  success,  we  can  safely  attrib- 
ute, is  solely  due  to  the  splendid 
coaching  and  untiring  efforts  of  our 
beloved  Coach  Work,  who  in  1913 
aggregated  a  combination  that 
marked  a  striking  contrast  with  the 
experience  of  previous  years.  Coach 
Work,  who  is  known  as  the  "father 
of  football"  in  Farm  School, 
surprised  the  football  world  with 
the  splendid  record  and  showing  of 
his  team.  Coach  Work  raised  our 
football  standard  to  rank  with 
schools  like  Penn  Military  College, 
Northeast,  Williamson  Trade 
School  and  Temple  University. 

This  year,  more  than  the  other 
two  years,  Mr.  Work's  coaching 
was  more  than  self-sacrifice,  and 
words  can  only  faintly  carry  our 
esteem,  gratitude  and  appreciation 
to  him.  Let  us  hope  Mr.  Work 
will  render  his  services  as  coach 
next  year. 


Once  more  Christmas  is  here. 
The  Yuletide  festival,  with  its  sym- 
bol for  peace  upon  earth  and  good 
will  among  men,  has  come.  Here 
we  must  ask  the  question,  What 
does  Christmas  signify  to  our 
crowned  European  monarchs  ?  Will 
those  Christians  at  the  head  of  the 
bloody  game  on  that  day  herald  a 
proclamation  of  peace  and  thus 
cease  the  gory  scenes,  or  will  the 
sacredness  of  the  day  be  utilized 
in  a  more  strenuous  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  belligerents  to  triumph 
in  a  battle?  We  hope  for  the  for- 
mer, but  safely  surmise  the  latter. 

Christmas  bears  no  significance 
with  our  nominal  Christians  of  Eu- 
rope. New  territory  must  be  invest- 
ed. Fighting  until  the  enemy  is 
crushed,  thus  eliminating  him  as  a 


competitor  in  industry,  must  con- 
tinue. The  world  must  be  ruled. 
The  "Deutschland,  uber  alles"  spirit 
enters  in  the  aspirations  of  all  the 
belligerents.  Why  let  such  a  thing 
as  Christmas,  that  comes  but  once 
a  year,  interfere  with  the  greed  of 
the  nations  ?  We  can  see  Christmas 
pass,  the  New  Year  come  and  con- 
tinue the  sins  of  the  Old  Year  as  if 
such  were  the  usual  natural  state 
of  affairs.
